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The  Code  Commissioner  sent' an'  updated  index  for  the 
Montana  Code  Annotated  to  the  printer  on  September  3. 
The  recent  edition  fully  indexes  40  of  the  50  MCA 
titles.   Titles  not  completely  indexed  are  "mini- 
indexed"  with  references  to  titles,  chapters,  parts, 
and  major  legal  concepts.   This  edition  will  be  mailed 
in  October  to  all  Code  subscribers  -  price  $25.   The 
Code  Commissioner  anticipates  an  index  fully  indexed 
for  all  titles  sometime  in  1982.   A  revised  index  will 
appear  following  the  legislative  session  and  following 
each  session  thereafter.   Never  again  will  there  be  a 
need  for  cumbersome  "pocket  part  supplements."

(2)  The  Committee  recommends  that  a  major  commitment 
be  made  in  this  state  to  adult  probation  and 
parole  as  a  method  of  having  an  impact  on  the 
correctional  needs  of  the  state. 

(3)  There  appears  to  be  no  immediate  need  for  addi- 
tional residential  facilities  at  the  Montana 
State  Prison,  and  if  the  prison  population 
increases  more  rapidly  than  contemplated,  other 
alternatives  should  first  be  considered.   Work 
rehabilitation  and  job  training  should  be  con- 
sidered as  worthwile. 

(4)  The  Committee  views  with  alarm  the  rising  incar- 
ceration rate  and  the  resulting  cost  to  Montana 
citizens.
